This chnngq has 
been looked for for a long time. Mr. 
Long had intended to retire at the br- 
ginning of the lat« President McKln- 
ley's second term, but he consented to 
resnain until certain lines of policy la 
whldi he was involved was more B«t- 
iBfactorily arranged. 

When President Roosevelt succeed- 
ed, though anxious to return to private 
lift, a strong feeling of loyalty to-

nections to re-enter the practice of 
law, and he has had his house at 
Hlngham put in order for occupation.

The SupreMe Court Decides the llllnuls 
Aatl«TrHSt Rtatute. 

Washington, March 10. — The United 
States supreme ccurt decided the Illi- 
nois anti-trast atatute to be unconsti- 
tutional because of the provision of 
the law exempting agricultural pro- 
I'lufs and live stork from th? opera- 
tions of the law. The decision was 
rendered in the case of Thomas Con- 
nelly and others against the Union 
Sewer Pipe company of Ohio and was 
delivered by Justice Harlan. 

Microbes In Paris. 
Paris. March 10,— Dr. Emit Roux of 
tht Pasteur institute; Dr. Poisl, who 
performed the famous operation upon 
Sarah Bernhardt, and Dr. Bergeron, 
have been study'ng the finestlon of 
miCTObeii in Paris wi; h tli ' most as- 
tounding results. They assert that at 
the great hospital known as the Hotel 
Dieu. there are 40,000 microbes to a 
p(|uare yard, and that the La F'etite 
ho.^Iiital here, almost twite that nniim- 
ht r to tlie square yard. The iKturse Is 
also badly infected, say these doctors, 
having about 10,000 microbes per 
yard. The physicians say that the 
yelling of the traders makes the very 
air impure there, and although they 
have no strict data their opinion is 
that the atmosphere of the New York 
ytock ExchariKe and the Chi( ago 
board of trade must be Just as bad. 

tten* Abduction Case. 

Washington. March 10. — It it ag^-in 
epeciflcally stated here that no de- 
mand ha* been ma tie upon Turkey in 
connection with Mis* Stone's case. 
The action taken by Mr. Volshman. as 
rf'portcd from (''instaririnnple. was 
simply to concei ve any rights which 
might be developed hereafter and bis 
note to the Turkish governsnept 
amounted to nothing more than a 
statement that the United State.-; gov- 
ernment intended to make a thorough 
investigation of the incidents connect- 
ed with the kidnaping and at the con- 
clusion of that investigation would 
lock for redress to the party upon 
whom responsiuility wait flxed. It 
may be added that the whole trend of 
evidence so thr Is very strongly 
against the Bulgarian* and not against 
the Turks. 



Stewart Fife on Trial. 
Savannah, Mo.. March 10. — Stewart 
Plfe's trial for the murder of Frank 
W. KlcliaTdson, his former associate 
In buclnesM here, is on. Fif* haa lost 
much of the calmness that he display- 
ed when he arrived from North Yaki- 
ma, Wash., where lie was anv steJ iwo 
months a^. Several stories of new 
and MartHnc dovelopmenU that are to 
come oat at th* trial have been circu- 
laited, one of them being to the effect 
that Fife's lawyers will implicate an 
other man iQ tihe murder. Mrs. liich 
ardaoo. widow of the dead man, who 
was acquitted recently of complicity 
in the murder, will appear as a witness 
for the defense, while her two youug 
sons will be used as witnesses tor the 
«tat*. ' 



Tolstoi's Feat. 
Paris, March 10.— Count Tolstoi, 
w ho ha* been so seriously ill of late, 
has given a singular proof of his liter- 
ary conscientiousness. Previous to his 
lllnt bs he had sent to a Paris rtvlew 
an article which will appear shortly. 
On th* very night when he and those 
around him believed that he waa dy- 
ing, it occurred to him that he had 
omitted t^omc imiKjiiaiit point in the 
article. Hi* strength rallied aa though 
for a last effort and h* dictated the 
correction.

Boston, March 10.— The strike of 
the freight handlers of this city, which 
according to vote* passed by the labor 
unions, threaten* to involve 10,000, 
was bagun early Monday. The team 
drivers' union, embracing 6.000. led 
off. Other unions followed and the 
striken claim that by night fully 10,- 
000 w<er* out. The strik* grows out 
of the Brine Transportation company s 
trouble with its tiam>teii- which be- 
gan several weeks ago, but was precip- 
itated by th* refusal on Saturday of 
members of the Freight Handlers' 
unions to take care of merchandise 
cartfde by non-union ttamsters em- 
ployed by the Brine company. 

'The Team Drivers' union embraces 
nearly all the drivers handling freight 
in the city, in view of the threatening 
aspect of the .'^trike. the state board of 
arbitration placed itself in touch with 
all concerned in the trouble. The mem- 
ber* of the board were not without 
hope that the opposing parties could 
be brought together. 

strike at Norfolk. 
Norfolk, Va.. March 10.— The strike 
Situation ren.aitiS unchanged. Cars 
are running manned by non-union men 
and guarded by soldiers. The strikers 
claim that tht y s-ubmltted their case 
to the arliitiation committee with the 
understanding that the decision would 
be accepted provided there was noth- 
ing in it contrary to their oath to the 
union. The members of the commit- 
tee deny that there was any such un- 
derstanding and the matters was turn- 
ed over for settlement with aboolute- 
ly no re*ervation. Public «entiment 
seems to be deserting the strikers. 

Crew on Strike. 

St. Johns. N. P., March 10.— The 

striking crews of the scalinp st'anu rs 
left their ship* at midniglit Sunday, 
rendering it impossible for the vessels 
to sail. A complete deadlock prevails. 
The men are Jabilant over the success 
of their movement and have telegraph- 
ed to other leading centers appealing 
to the men there not to Join their 
ships. The crew* here, with their be- 
longings, line the streets, but there is 
no disorder. A.t Iht weather is fair, 
the men are not seriously incommoded 
by being without shelter. Businoss is 
practically suspended. 

Cincinnati Brewers. 

Cincinnati, March 10.— The Iw kout 
of the brewery workmen of Cincin- 
nati. Covington and Newport, was not 
adjusted at tin iif)tin conferer.c* Tel- 
egrams have been received from labor 
organization throughout the country 
refusing to endorse the boycott of the 
United Brewery workm*n and it is 
thought that an arrangsment will b* 
reached. 



Att*m*y Patrick's Defen**. 

New York. March 10. — Monday's 
session of cou't riiarkcd the begin- 
ning of the eiglith week of the trial of 
▲lt>ert T. Patrick, the lawyer, accused 
of the murder of William M. Rico, the 
millionaire in this city on Septembe r 
23. 1900. Robert H. Anrich. who has 
charge of th» autopsy department of 
the city morgue, wae the first witness. 
He assisted at the autopsy in Rice's 
body. He was rot i!erniitted to an- 
swer a question as to whether L)r. Don- 
lin said at the end of the post mortem, 
"the old man's time had come. He 
died of old age and that is all there is 
to it." Dr. K. A. L+-e. a su:t<^on, who 
said h? had administ'e led chloroform 
alKtut 5,000 times, was tlitn called. 
The odor of the chloroform, be said, 
was a lasting one. Tho tendency of 
the drug vsa* to excite the p- rson to 
whom it was triven. In tht ciiciina- 
stances deacribed by Charles F Jones 
on the witness stand, the witness 
would expect the patient to struggle 
and knock off the bedcloth**. Jones 
Hic« did not move.

IRISH HOM;E_RrLB, 

NntlonallHts RrgHrd the SilnatloB as 
Most Promising. 
I.«ndon. March 10. — The home ml* 

fjuestlon is coming rapidly to the front 
az.iiiu The iri.-h NationallFts regard 
tin- situation as much more promising 
than at any time since the retirement 
of Mr. Gladstone. They feel firmly 
convinced that a couple of years of 
genuine unconstltutioi.alism in Ire- 
land will land S4r Heniy Campbell- 
Kannerman and a fighting Liberal 
party back into power, with home rule 
as the first plank in its platform. So 
far aa the Irl.'^h question is concerned, 
at present, however. Lord R weberv 
undoubtedly has the country behind 
him. Campbell-Banneman's home 
rule policy is supported by two or 
three Influential Englishmen, such as 
John .Morley, Sir William Harcourt 
and Barl Spencer. Meanwhile, recent 
events have tended to restore the old 
friendly relations between Irish Na 
tionalists and the English Itadicais. 
Hut there will be no formal alliance as 
there waa in Parnell's time. The pol- 
icy of tbo Irishmen is to keep aloof 
from both English parties and accept 
whatever benefits for Ireland eithtr 
may propose. 

National League Muddle. 
New York, .March 10.— With the 
opening of the National League base- 
ball season only a little more than a 
month away, the^re are on the stirface 
no ii.ilii atioiis that the rival factions 
are making any effort toward getting 
together. Tuesday, unless there is an- 
other postponement, the question of 
Jurisdiction will be argued in the su- 
piLUic court and the b:is<'li:;ll world 
may then learn something more def- 
inite of the situation. Just when the 
court will render a decision in the 
case It la Impossible to say. It may be 
delayed for weeks. althiniKli that is 
hardly probable. That the club own- 
ers contemplate action of some nature 
is shown by the fact that they all are 
making preparations to begin the sea- 
son, but not one move has be e ii made 
to bridge over the chasm between 
the "fours."

General Methuen and a Large Ftret 
Ctiftured After a Hot Fight. 



MANY BRITISH KILLED AND WOUNDeD 



Four Qans, Hundreds of Prisoners 
and All the Rnalioh Baggage 
Takeu by the KurKhers. 
Htor^ of the Victory. 



London, March 10. — Crneral Me- 
thune and four gun« have been cap- 
tured by Oeneral Delarey. General * 
Methun was wounded in tho tliigh. 
Three British officers and 38 men 
were kill'cl Ki\'> Hiitish ofllcers and 
72 men we re wounded. Une British 
officer and 200 men are missing. The 
fight In which Oeneral Methune wa* 
captured occurred before dawn March 
7 fietweeii W:iil>ur>{ and Lichtenburg, 
Orange River colony. The Briti&li 
force numbered 1.200 men: The Boer* 
captured all the British baggage. Oen- 
eral Methune is retained as a prisoner. 

The text of Lord Kitchi n<M s il.s- 
patch announcing the capture of Uen- 
eral Methuen Is as follows: 

"Pretoria, Saturday, March 8. — I 
gieatly regret to have to sen 1 ynu bad 
news of .Vlfthuii''. He was moving 
with i*00 mounted men, under .Major 
Paris, and 300 Infantry, four gnns and

Pittsburg oil producera are of the opin- 
ion that the Kentneky oil development, 
at present not tbe larKeat, i"- tbe moat 
important new field in aigbt, and as a 
reaolt the State will for the first time in 
ita history be tliorougbly tested as to its 
oil prodacinx qualities, a determined ef- 
fort ill this (lirectioD being at present an- 
dec way. Says the Pittsburg Times : 

"One of the featares of the new Ken- 
tucky field?" ia that in every case oil has 
been found at a comparatively abort dis- 
tance below tbe surface. Tbe one last 
reported from BarbourEville ia only ITo 
feet deep. None of the wells in Bath 
Ooanty are more than 4M feet deep, and 
oil was struck in paying ((uautities in 
most of them at a depth of about 37o 
feat. Tbe closeness Af tbe oil to the sur- 
face is one of the things that augers well 
for a thorough investigation of tlie oil 
territory in Kentucky, as wells can be 
pat down at a comparatively small cost, 
in many instances not exceeding over 
$4(10 to $700. The < o^t of drilling wells 
in Pennsylvania, Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia was ofie of tbe disooaraging feat- 
urea of the development of these f>^tates. 
At the present time it is estimated that 
Kentucky is producing in the neighbor^ 
hoo<l of 4,(X)0 barrels a dav. 

"lu none of the many tieida that liave 
been developed, outside of Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, West Virginia and New York, 
since the discovery of oil in America, 
haa there been found the same i|uality of 
oil, which is known among the oil men 
as Pennsylvania oil, as was found in this 
State.
